  (b) Report Not later than January 1, 2024, and on a biennial basis thereafter until the Secretary of Defense relocates or consolidates the Joint Spectrum Center pursuant to subsection (a), the Director of the Defense Information Systems Agency shall provide to the Committees on Armed Services of the House of Representatives and the Senate and Members of Congress representing the State of Maryland a briefing on the status of such relocation or consolidation.
